While the peg on 
which the excuse for the Shanghai 
strike was hung was’the Nanking 
Road shooting affair, there has 
been no such excuse for the walk- 
out at Hongkong, and the affair 
has been from the: beginning; an 
openly anti-British movement, 
engineered and financed by. the 
Bolshevist element which is so 
powerful in the Provinee of 
Kwangtung, and in Canton parti- 
cularly, With the foreigners in 
China—and the British and 
Japanese particularly — already 
experiencing great trouble in 
regard to the Shanghai strike and 
the general stoppage of shipping, 
the Bolshevists at ‘Canton were 
not slow in utilising the oppor- 
tunity of striking another blow at 
Great “Britain through, the 
medium of the great port of 
Hongkong. 
that ‘on June.12 the Yunnanese 
troops who had been in charge of 
Cunton for so Jong were over- 
whelmingly routed by the Bol- 
shevist forces, under the wing and 
guidance of Soviet emissuaries, and 
that as a result of that victory a 
horrible revolting massacre of the 
defeated Yunnanese took place in 
Canton. It is well known that the 
Union (of Chinese) 
which Has ua. branch in Shanghai 
kas its headquarters at Canton, 
and that the leaders'of that Union 
are frankly und avowedly Bol- 
shevist-in¢lined.

The 
machinery for such’ a move was, 
apparently, all ready, and the 
strike commenced to take serious: 
effect in Hongkong on June 19/20, 
and quickly embraced all of the 
essential and non-essential ser- 
vices. affecting the Colony, includ- 
ing the most important of all, 
shipping. In a short few days the 


“commerce of the port was‘practi- 


cally tied up; all manner : of 
Chinese employees, from workers 
in Government departments to 


} houseboys, dockyard workers and 


seamen walked out, or, rather, 
went out.under the duress of 
intimidation; and at the end of the 
month Hongkong, as Shanghai, 
was carrying on as best it could— 
and a very good best, be it under- 
stood—with foreigners (including 
Americans and other nationali- 


lies), doing their utmost and tak- : 


ing part in all manner of services, 
protectional, governmental and 
commercial, in order to keep 
things going. And so the situa- 
tion is at the.end of June: Strikers 
in all departments of activity in 
the Colony, trade disorganised and 
every foreigner doing his best to 
help: to carry on. ‘The Hongkong 
strike is wholly one where the 
forces of intimidation have been 
supreme. It is certain that not 
one per cent, of the men out have 
wanted to go on strike, or that 
they have any serious grievance 
against their employers, or the 
Hongkong Government,.or the 
British people generally. It. is 
simply a move in the gigantic 
Bolahevist scheme to get China 

under domination, to ruin foreign 
trade withthe country and to 
abrogate foreign influence. To 
the ends of such a scheme, the 
paralyzation of the commercial 
-activity of Hongkong is essential, 
und there is no doubt that, were 
the present strike to realise the 


hopes of the Bolshevists who have {| 


engineered it, it would constitute 
a real, a definite and a valuable 
step in the ruination of foreign 
influence ia, and fereign : trade 
with China, .The Government of 
Hongkong, however, is living up 
to its -trust, and the foreign

And if the 
former did so because of fear— 
craven .or otherwise—-then the 
punishment in the case of school- 
boys’ must be doubly severe; for 
schoolboys are in the first line of 
intelligent thought, and of 
‘course, know no fear! But, Mrs. 
Beeton again—first catch your 
schoolboy striker. And this, in 
addition to the facts in connec- 
tion with this particular matter 
suggests the thought that heads 
of schools would be far better en- 
gaged in considering the effect of 
their past teaching and influence, 
and taking steps to make it more 
perfect than it is, It is possible 
'to write and speak a considerable 
amount of rubbish on education 
in Hongkong, and on thia subject 
very few angels step in where 
fools do not fear to tread. 
fact is that a number of Euro- 
peans are set in the midst of 


hordes of boys and young meni- 


and expected ‘to give them the 
essence of Western education. 
The teachers are European and 
the young people are ‘Chinese. 
The hours of tuition bear no com- 
parison with the hours that boys

guardian. ‘In addition it has to 
be remembered that just as there 
are what is known as “rice- 
christians,” there are also those 
who may be termed “rice-educa- 
tionists"—the many who desire a 
smattering—for time and money

office positions. This somewhat 
sketchily states the position; it is 
designed to show the difficulties 
attached to local education, which 
must be the despair of the ideal- 
ists in a singularly important 
profession.

INQUEST ON INDIAN 
DRIVER, 


An Indian mule driver attached 
to the Army Service Corps dived 
from a barge into the RASC. 
camber at the Hongkong Naval 
Yard on July 7 and was drowned, 
An: inquest was held yesterday at 
the Kowloon Magistracy to inquire 
into the circumstances. a 

A fellow Indian mule driver said 


that he, the deceased and four 


other men were on guard at the 
Naval Yard in connection with the 
strike, After the tiffin interval 
on the day in question witness 
went to the camber for » swim, 
and while on an anchored.steamer 
to which he had swum he 
observed deceased about to pump 
into,the water. Witness called to 
him that the water was deep but 
he took no notice. He rose to: the 
surface once and then disippeared. 
Witness swam to the spot -but 
could find no trace of the body. 
L/Cpl. ©. FF. Masters, East 
Surreys, who was N.C.O, in charge 
of the guards, said he saw, the 
deceased jump into. the water 
from a barge and as he did not 
re-appear, witnegs’ had the barge 
removed, thinking that hé might. 
have heen caught underneath. 
He then dived into the water 
followed by others and grapplings 


were obtained: from the water’ 


police. Nothing was seen of the 
body, however, until it rose to the 
surface 24 hours afterwards, 
Staff Sergt. Finlayson, of the 
Royal Army Service Corps, in 
reply to'a question by the Coroner, 
Mr. E. W. Hamilton, as to whether 
he had received orders regarding 
swimming in the camber, said that 
no one was supposed to unless a 
life boat was in attendance. 
Capt. EB. W. Morris, in command 
‘of the corps, said’ that he was not 
aware that Indians bathed in the 
camber, Since the fatality strict 
orders had been jisaued that 
nobody was allowed to bathe in 
the Naval Yard basin, : 
The Coroner found that the 
deceased met his death through an 
accident. If the unfortunate man 
had not either deliberately or 
ignorantly , disobeyed orders the 
accident would not have occurred.

SCHOOLS AND THE STRIKE. * 
(To the Editor “Of the China Matt.) 


Sir,—First of" all let me say 
that I think the studénts in the 
Hongkong Schools had very little 
to do with and very little influence 
in the’ strike, and that any 
students who caused trouble 
should be treated aa children and- 
punished accordingly. Secondly, 
the fees at all Government 
Schools should be carefully’ re- 
'yvised. The trouble began in ‘the 
Government School, ‘Queen's 
College, where the fees are much 
too low andsare the same as they 
were in 1910, viz. $60 per annum 
for a Day Boy. Several other 
schools in the Colony, Church and | 
Mission Schools and Private 
Schools, have much higher fees 
and have raised their fees in re- 
cent years; for example, the fees 
at some schools are as high ‘ag 
$160 or more per annum for a 
Day Boy. -I do not advocate 
that all fees should‘be the same, 
but it is worthy of note that to 
edueate a boy in a Grant-in-Ald
